This makes the need for 
online safety education a priority. 

“We want to reach children 
before they start using social 
media, so they’re aware of how to 
keep themselves safe online.”

THE two largest groups on 
Rochford District Council 
have joined forces to reject 
healthcare plans set out for 
mid and south Essex. 

The Conservative Group 
and the Green and Rochford 
District Residents Group 
have united in failing to back 
the proposals put forward by 
the Mid and South Essex 
Sustainability and 

Transformation Partnership 
(STP) for the future of 
healthcare in mid and south 
Essex. 

Leaders of the two groups, 
Cllrs Terry Cutmore and 
John Mason, came together 
outside Southend Hospital, 
one of the three hospitals at 
the centre of the plans. 

The two groups issued a 
statement regarding the STP 
plans, which said: 
“Following lengthy and 
detailed consideration of Mid 
and South Essex STP’s pro¬ 
posals for local healthcare 
reconfiguration, we are cur¬ 
rently unable to support their 
plan in its present form. 

“We have expressed serious 
concerns to the STP about its 
ability to deliver improve¬ 
ments, or even maintain stan¬ 
dards, of patient healthcare 
for the residents whom we 
represent. 

“As this period of public 


consultation draws to a close. 
Mid and South Essex STP 
have failed to satisfactorily 
address our concerns or ade¬ 
quately answer our questions 
on the many issues we have 
raised. 

“It is our opinion that the 
STP has offered no viable 
alternative options for con¬ 
sideration by stakeholders, 
other than the binary choice 
to either approve the plan or 
not.” 

The groups added that they 
have concluded the STP has 
“failed in its duty to provide 
a meaningful consultation”. 


Cllr Mike Webb, council 
portfolio holder for commu¬ 
nity, said the groups were 
sympathetic to the Save 
Southend NHS campaign 
group, which has held 
protests against the STP 
plans. 

The proposals include a 
number of elements such as a 
specialist hyper-acute stroke 
unit at Basildon Hospital, as 
well as transferring some 
patients between hospitals 
for specialist treatment and 
keeping 24/7 A&E depart¬ 
ments at each of Basildon, 
Southend and Broomfield 


Hospitals. The public consul¬ 
tation phase ends on Friday, 
March 23. 

A letter sent to the STP out¬ 
lining the council’s formal 
consultation response, seen 
by the YA, outlines its con¬ 
cerns regarding the propos¬ 
als. 

It says: “We can only see an 
increased clinical risk to life 
in transferring patients, espe¬ 
cially when they are critically 
unwell.” 

The letter also has concerns 
regarding plans to merge the 
trusts which run Basildon, 
Southend and Broomfield

Service to help 
young people 
taken into care 


A PILOT service has been 
launched to help Southend 
children who are moving into 
care. 

What’s Happening to Me? is 
a project set up by Blade 
Education as an online advice 
pilot for children in the bor¬ 
ough being taken into care. 

The project, being funded by 
the Big Lottery Fund, is aimed 
at 12 to 16-year-olds and was 
launched at Twenty One, on 
Pier Approach, on Friday. 

The service is led by mem¬ 
bers of the fostering communi¬ 
ty in the borough and the pro¬ 
ject’s steering group is headed 


up by foster carer Dean Trotter. 

Dean said: “We’ve fostered 
17 people over eight years and 
the first hours when you wel¬ 
come somebody into their new 
home are crucial. 

“We hope that by launching 
this project we can help young 
people who first enter care to 
understand exactly what is hap¬ 
pening to them and that howev¬ 
er difficult they are finding it, 
that people around them are 
there to help in what might be 
extraordinarily difficult cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

The service will be available 
24-hours a day online. Its con¬ 


tent was devised by those who 
have been in care, or are spe¬ 
cialist foster carers, social 
workers and care agency staff. 

Project leader Beth Hooper 
said: “Young people who are 
taken into care need informa¬ 
tion that they can trust and 
absorb even at this difficult 
time. It is vital that they under¬ 
stand what is happening to 
them in order to improve their 
chances of connecting with 
their foster carers.”

Proportional 
voting gives a 
fairer result 

THE benefit of having a first 
past the post electoral system, 
we are told, is that it produces 
decisive results. 

This has proved to be a 
largely undelivered benefit in 
the last three general elections. 

Of course, not only is FPTP 
now failing to produce deci¬ 
sive (sometimes ascribed the 
adjective “strong”) govern¬ 
ment, it produces a Parliament 
that does not reflect the opin¬ 
ions of those that vote (and 
likely those who abstain too). 

No wonder we politicians are 
struggling to engage. 

We have an electoral system 
designed to maintain the status 
quo (and I write as a Labour 
member and activist whose 
party more often than not ben¬ 
efits from our antiquated vot¬ 
ing system). 

The only change that can 
realistically be offered at gen¬ 
eral elections under the current 
system is either blue or red. 

This encourages tactical vot¬ 
ing, and perhaps as a benefi¬ 
ciary of this last June I ought 
not to complain too much 
(second, but with Labour’s best 
ever result in Southend West). 

But I do complain because 
my sense of fairness is offend¬ 
ed. Also, as a radical and pro¬ 
gressive, I want a democracy 
that actually works properly. 

So much for the promise of 
strong and stable government. 

Since we have got somewhat 
used to the idea of coalition 


we should be unafraid of 
change/progress. 

If we have a fairer, proportion¬ 
al, voting system then all votes 
would count - none would be 
wasted and the complaint that 
“my vote won’t change any¬ 
thing” largely goes away. 

Last June, we saw a 
Conservative Party gain 49 per 
cent of the seats in the House of 
Commons based on 42 per cent 
of the vote. (Ironically, Labour 
got 40 per cent on both counts). 

The Liberal Democrats are 
perennial sufferers, this time 
seeing seven per cent of the 
popular vote rewarded with two 
per cent of the seats. The minor 
parties suffer even more. 

There are many ways to 
implement a more proportion¬ 
al, and fairer, voting system. 

We stand alone in Europe 
(Belarus excepted) in having 
such an antiquated and unfair 
system. 

I want to see greater partici¬ 
pation and engagement with 
our democracy, and changing 
it so that all votes count is 
surely the way to go.

Now we have the underpass to 
the A130 and the Canvey 
Solution we should bring back 
the five mini roundabouts and 
add a couple of priority left turn 
slip roads. This will not help the 
Tarpots congestion, but maybe a 
roundabout system was better 
than the present traffic lights. 


Whatever happens we need 
someone within Essex 
Highways to think outside of 
the box. I would suggest some¬ 
one that is not hindered by 
having gained employment 
purely because they have a 
university degree. Maybe we 
need a completely new idea to 
solve our road junction prob¬ 
lems and find an alternative to 
traffic lights and roundabouts. 

I will not be travelling to 
London any time soon, but 
feel sorry for those that have 
to make this journey daily.

T he world renowned podcast My Dad 
Wrote A Porno is set to grace 
Southend’s Cliffs Pavilion on April 27. 
With over lOOmillion global downloads, 
spawning a best-selling book and convert¬ 
ing Hollywood mega-stars Elijah Wood, 
Michael Sheen and Daisy Ridley into fans, 
My Dad Wrote A Porno has become a cul¬ 
tural phenomenon and recently scooped 
the prestigious European Lovie Award.

Nation where cars have no name

BRITISH car owners are a 
bunch of grunnps with less 
than one-third having given 
their car a name, according 
to a new survey. 

The study was carried out 
by lAM RoadSmart, the 
UK’s biggest independent 
road safety charity on its 
Facebook and Twitter 
channels - and the results 
revealed how unsentimen¬ 
tal Brits are when it comes 
to their vehicles. 

On Facebook in the 
space of 24 hours last 
week 703 people voted: 
some 469 people said their 
car did not have a name 
(67 per cent), while 234 had 
given their car a moniker. 

On Twitter 131 people 
voted. 

Some 69 per cent said 
they had not given their car 
a name and 31 per cent 
had. 

Some names given to 
cars include a Hyundai i20 
called Holly, a BMW called 
Brad, a Jeep called Dudley, 
a Volkswagen Beetle in yel¬ 


low and black called 
Bumblebee and a Land 
Rover called Toby. 

Other more individual 
choices include Gargamel 


(after the evil character in 
the Smurfs cartoon series). 
Black Dahlia, NATO Anti- 
Tank Vehicle (a Volvo 340) 
and Dorcas (a Biblical char¬ 


acter known for her good 
works). 

One very affectionate 
account read: “Mr Bimble, 
our Metro - 23 years old. 


still bimbling along, and left 
everyone standing in the 
snow.” 

Two people chose to call 
their cars KITT, after the 


talking Pontiac driven by 
Michael Knight (played by 
David Hasselhoff) in the 
1980s TV series Knight 
Rider. One of these is a 
Tesla Model S. 

The charity’s survey also 
showed the love/hate rela¬ 
tionships people have with 
their vehicles. 

One respondent said his 
car is given a name “only 
when it doesn’t start and 
then it gets called all sorts 
of names.” 

Another said: “A car is a 
machine to get from one 
place to another, not a pet. 
No name for my wagon, 
cars or motorbike.” 

Sarah Sillars, chief execu¬ 
tive of lAM RoadSmart, 
said: “People seemed to 
enjoy our survey, and while 
they clearly have a lot of 
affection for their vehicles, 
giving them a name seems 
to be a step too far for the 
majority. 

“But even some of the 
very best drivers remain 
more than happy to buck 
the trend and give their car 
a name.”

Mixed feelings as Blues end all square again

SOUTHEND United manager, 
Chris Powell, was left with mixed 
feelings after his side played out a 
Sky Bet League One draw with 
Blackpool at Bloomfield Road.
